Flames fanned 
in niqab debate

As federal leaders met in Mont¬ 
real for the French-language 
debate Thursday, the right to 
wear the niqab during citizen¬ 
ship ceremonies had become 
a powder keg, with one preg¬ 
nant woman wearing the face¬ 
covering assaulted earlier in 
the week. 

But as the leaders squared 
off, it was the polarized pos¬ 
itions of several Alberta polit¬ 
icians providing fuel for the fire. 

On Wednesday, Premier 
Rachel Notley told reporters 
she didn’t want to inflame the 
situation further prior to the 
federal government’s legal case 
against several women who 


wore the niqab during citizen¬ 
ship ceremonies — but then 
did anyway. 

“I will say simply this,” she 
said. “I am disappointed and 
troubled to see minority-rights 
issues becoming political foot¬ 
balls in the election.” 

Notley’s comments came a 
day after Calgaiy Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi and Calgaiy Midnapore 
candidate Jason Kenney — who 
has been behind the niqab legal 
action — publicly exchanged 
rhetorical blows. 

Nenshi said Wednesday the 
Conservatives’ stance on the 
issue is “unbelievably danger¬ 
ous.” 

Kenney responded on Twit¬ 
ter, writing the only thing dan¬ 
gerous would be “legitimizing 
a medieval tribal custom that 
treats women as property rather 
than people.” 

Then he added: “It’s the may¬ 
or and people like him who are 
politicizing it.”

The provincial government is 
seeking a group to study wid¬ 
ening the Queen Elizabeth 
Highway to six lanes between 
Edmonton and Calgaiy, and as 
the congestion mounts, some 
motorists say it’s beyond time 
to do so. 

Andrew Groom drives to 
Bowden from Calgary every 
Friday night around 6 p.m. 

He said driving the QEII on 
this small section is comparable 
to the congestion on Calgaiy’s 
infamous Deerfoot Trail. “There’s 
spots where we’re standing still 
between Airdrie and Crossfield 
... it’s just volume.” 

Groom said the traffic adds 
about 20 minutes to his com¬ 
mute. 

“They need to have it six 
lanes all the way, Calgary to 
Edmonton and back,” he said. 
“Of course, that’s going to cost 
a pile of money no one wants 
to part with.”

tendering will answer just how 
much money that could be. The 
impetus is traffic. 

“Given forecast growth in traf¬ 
fic volumes, the study will look 
at if the QEII should be expanded 
to six lanes all the way between 
Edmonton and Calgaiy and if 
so, what that would cost,” said 
Bob McManus, a spokesman for 
Alberta’s transportation depart-

ment. McManus said the study 
is meant to look at all options, 
including if public transit or 
other measures could help ease 
the congestion between the two 
cities. 

In the tender documents, the 
province states between 28,000 
and 35,000 vehicles use the high¬ 
way eveiy day in rural areas.

lisa Copeland makes the drive 
between Calgaiy and Edmonton 
about three times a month for 
work, and often puts off her 
commute until around 8 or 9 
p.m. to beat the rush. 

“I just think I’ll get there 
quicker and then I’ll have the 
rest of my night,” Copeland said. 

Three companies have been 
shortlisted for the project and 
the winning bidder will have 
until late 2017 to submit their 
report.

Metro Line awaits normal 
service, end to delays 

The Metro Line is causing 
motorists slightly shorter 
delays than anticipated, 
but LRT passengers say 
they're frustrated by the 
slow service's effect on 
schedules. 

Metro Line trains cur¬ 
rently travel at just 25 
km/h, a compromise 
from the planned 50 
km/h, until the line's sig¬ 
nalling system is verified. 

But while the city's 
worst-case guesses 
pegged traffic waits at 
between 12 and 16 min¬ 
utes, the worst the city 
has seen over the past 
month is between eight 
and 10, said Craig Wal- 
baum, director of traffic 
engineering. 

And, the average wait 
times for motorists have 
been "typically around 
five minutes," he said. 

When full-speed ser¬ 
vice arrives, Walbaum 
said he expects a 15-20 
per cent improvement 
in wait times for motor¬ 
ists trapped by crossing 
arms. 

Still, while the news 
is positive, the effect 
the Metro Line's slow- 
speed service has had 
on scheduling for transit 
riders is emerging as a 
large issue for some. 

A city report due to 
transportation commit¬ 
tee next week shows that 
there are up to 1,700 pas¬ 
sengers riding the Metro 
Line during peak hours. 
Many of them are frus¬ 
trated with scheduling.

Edmonton 
rejecting rent 
money pulled 
from investors

The future of 68 jobs, capital 
from 600 local investors and 
the potential for international 
expansion could be in jeopardy 
if the city refuses to budge on a 
looming rent payment, says the 
CEO of Greys Paper Recycling. 

The city has given Greys until 
Monday to pay $60,000 in rent. 


But, for reasons the city won’t 
provide, it has also insisted 
this money come from prod¬ 
uct sales and not from invest¬ 
ment money. 


Greys CEO Rajan Ahluwalia 
said he’s already paid the city 
$60,000 in rent using investor 
income but said he can’t pay 
with sales by the city’s deadline 
and, in turn, avoid laying off 
his staff and closing the plant. 

“The city has to find a way 
out. I have no way out,” he said. 
“I tried to talk to the city, and 
no one wants to talk to me.” 

Since 2009, the city has in¬ 
vested $9.4 million in the Greys 
plant, located at its own Waste 
Management Centre. The com¬ 
pany’s goal is to produce new, 
saleable paper from post-con¬ 
sumer paper and other prod¬ 
ucts like linens and blue jeans. 

Ahluwalia said he’s made 
small sales from the grey paper 
stock he’s already produced and 


has many companies interested 
in a whiter, more rigid paper 
stock he hopes to be able to 
produce soon. 

But Ahluwalia said he needs 


three months to make upgrades 
to produce it and make sales — 
time the city isn’t giving him. 

“Why can’t the city wait for a 
couple months more?” he asked. 

The company plans to open 
dozens of similar plants in the 
United States through a spin¬ 
off firm, and in turn a share of 
those profits would flow back to 
local investors, Ahluwalia said. 
The Edmonton plant would also 
serve as a hub for the company, 
he added. 

But Ahluwalia said if the city 
pushes him to close Monday, all 
those plans disappear. 

“If my parent company fails, 
how can my children be brought 
up?” 

Both city staff and Mayor Don 
Iveson have cited privacy con¬ 
cerns when declining to specify 
why the city is insisting Greys 
rent payments come from sales 
and not investor money. 

Regardless, the city confirmed 
it continues to market Greys 
technology in China through its 
wholly owned company Waste 
RE-Solutions Edmonton. 

Ahluwalia said if he’s forced 
to close Monday, that would 
come to an end as well. 

“If the city is going to go after 
me, do you think I am going to 
give them the technology to go 
to China?” 

With the deadline looming, 
Ahluwalia said he’ll be at his 
desk Monday morning. 

“I will sit here and wait. If 
someone comes to shut the 
door, then they can shut the 
door.”

Mandel has 'nothing to 
do' with Canadian firm 

Greys Paper CEO Rajan 
Ahluwalia stressed Tues¬ 
day that former mayor 
Stephen Mandel has 
"nothing to do" with the 
difficulties between the 
company and the city. 

Mandel is chairman of 
the board of directors of 
the American version of 
Greys, which hopes to 
build plants similar to the 
Edmonton one. 

Ahluwalia said that 
company is entirely sep¬ 
arate from the Canadian 
one. 

"He has nothing to do 
with it" he said. "Those 
companies are different. 

It has nothing to do with 
this company here." 

Ahluwalia also pre¬ 
sented incorporation 
paperwork for the U.S. 
firm that show Mandel 
owns no stock and has 
not yet been paid by the 
company. 

"He has not taken a 
single penny." 

According to Ahluwalia, 
Mandel offered to work 
with the U.S. company 
because he admired the 
work done here in Edmon¬ 
ton but insisted he not be 
on the board of the Can¬ 
adian company.

For those who might like a bit 
of reading to go along with 
their Christmas craft beer Ad¬ 
vent calendar, an Edmonton 
novelist has the answer. 

Michael Hingston’s Short- 
Story Advent calendar is a col¬ 
lection of 24 of his favourite 
short stories from local and 
international authors, individ¬ 
ually wrapped and boxed for 
the logophile on your Christ¬ 
mas gift list. 

“There are a lot of novelty 
Advent calendars that aren’t 
just a piece of dusty chocolate 
that you pop open in a little 
sheet,” Hingston said. 

“I spent about $100 on a 
beer calendar without even 
thinking about it. I thought, 


‘Wow, it would be great if there 
was something like this in the 
book world that had the same 
appeal to it.’” 

Although Hingston dreamed 
up the idea last year, it was 
put into motion three months 
ago with the help of graphic 


designer Natalie Olsen. 

Some of the writing in the 
Advent calendar has never be¬ 
fore been published. It includes 
pieces by authors like Pasha 
Malla, Richard Van Camp and 
Jess Walter. Each short story is 
a surprise until it’s unwrapped, 


and even the writers involved 
don’t know whose work is fea¬ 
tured alongside their own. 

“Some of the authors in the 
collection are pretty big writ¬ 
ers,” Hingston said. “I’m blown 
away by some of the people I 
was able to convince to give 


me a story for this.” 

Hingston’s own work has 
been published in magazines 
and he released his first novel, 
The Dilettantes, in 2013. 

An avid reader and book re¬ 
viewer, Hingston handpicked 
each short stoiy for the Advent 
calendar — giving some expos¬ 
ure to pieces that sometimes 
get overlooked, he said. 

“Often times I’d read a stoiy 
collection and think the book 
is pretty good, but there’s this 
one amazing stoiy in there,” he 
said. “I felt some of these stor¬ 
ies weren’t reaching as many 
eyes as they should have.” 

Only 1,000 copies of The 
Short-Story Advent Calendar 
were printed. It’s available on 
shortstoiyadventcalendar.com 
for $55. 

Hingston said he will post 
interviews with authors on 
the website as each piece is 
unveiled. A hashtag will allow 
readers to discuss them online. 

“The community element is 
what I’m most excited about,” 
he said. “Then the community 
will dissolve and you’ll be left 
with these beautiful stories 
that kind of have a permanent 
element to them, too.”

City car-share service 
broadens its borders 

Edmonton's only car-share 
service has expanded its 
operating area to include 
more of the downtown 
core. Pogo CarShare 
users will be now able 
to start and end trips in 
the Riverdale neighbour¬ 
hood and the Quarters, an 
area east of 97 Street and 
south of 105 Avenue. 

The service offers 24- 
hour access to pay-as- 
you-go vehicles in cen¬ 
tral Edmonton. Since its 
launch 11 months ago, the 
company has expanded 
its fleet from 20 to 45 
vehicles. The expansion 
into Riverdale came as 
a result of a group of 
Pogo users in that area 
who managed to sign up 
50 new members in the 
neighbourhood over the 
past two months, Pogo 
co-founder Kieran Ryan 
said. "Before we did an 
expansion, we wanted 
to wait until we added 
vehicles," Ryan said. 

"We're at that point now 
where we have enough 
vehicles on the road that 
we can look at expansion."

U of A alumnus 
brings latest 
war flick to EIFF

Calgaiy-bom film, TV and stage 
star Paul Gross hasn’t ever 
been to war. 

But his movie work (wheth¬ 
er about WWI or the war in 
Afghanistan) has offered a 
glimpse into the world of a 
Canadian soldier — it’s an 
experience the actor calls 
both gratifying and a “huge 
burden.” 

Gross writes, directs and 


stars in Hyena Road, a two- 
hour fictional feature that 
follows three men caught in 
conflict — a sniper, an intel¬ 
ligence officer and a legend¬ 
ary Afghan warrior. The film 
isn’t one Gross ever intended 
to make, especially following 
his successful but gruelling 
WWI battlefield drama Pas- 
schendaele (2008). 

But a 2010 trip to Afghan¬ 
istan with the Canadian Forces 
was “unexpected and mesmer¬ 
izing,” said Gross. “Being in 
the middle of a war zone — 
the sheer complexity and the 
dignity in which Canadians are 
represented by our soldiers.... 
I wanted to return to Afghan¬ 
istan with a camera team and 
document as much as I could.” 

With a small budget, Gross 


and his three-man crew used 
hand-held cameras to shoot 
60 hours of documentary-style 


raw footage over a 10-day per¬ 
iod in Kandahar, talking to sol¬ 
diers each evening and using 


their stories to craft the screen¬ 
play for Hyena Road. 

“World War I had clear 
physical and moral lines — we 
knew who the bad guys were. 
Modern warfare has layers and 
competing agendas — it’s cha¬ 
otic and complex — and dif¬ 
ferent than what we are told 
by government and media,” 
said Gross. 

“I was so impressed by the 
soldier’s restraint, profession¬ 
alism and commitment. I just 
felt I had to tell their stories, 
or I’d go mad.” 

Gross will attend a special 
screening of Hyena Road, with 
Q& A to follow, as part of the 
Edmonton International Film 
Festival on Friday, Oct. 2 at 7 
p.m. at Landmark Cinemas in 
the City Centre Mall.

Infi gh tin g continues over transgender policy

A document created by the 
Council of Catholic School 
Superintendents of Alberta 
and leaked to media this week 
pushed Catholic School Board 
chair Debbie Engel to hold an 
emergency press availability 
Thursday. 

In it, she criticized another 
member of the board for not 
speaking with a unified voice. 

The document, titled “A pas¬ 
toral approach to supporting 
and guiding students in inclu¬ 
sive communities — Gender 
Identity and Expression,” pro¬ 
vides background and suggests 


considerations for Catholic 
boards creating transgender 
inclusive policies. 

Edmonton’s Catholic board 
has been at the centre of such 
issues after a seven-year-old 
transgender girl in one of their 
schools asked to use whatever 
washroom she wanted. 

The document explains “in 
Catholic teaching, one’s sexual 
identity is considered ‘a real¬ 
ity deeply inscribed in man 
and woman,”’ and goes on to 
describe how “gender identity 
issues are complex, delicate 
and highly personal.” 

Engel told reporters Thurs¬ 
day she’s read the document 
carefully. “(T)here are many 
parts that — for my knowledge 
in my decision-making — I

would not include in a policy. 
Not because they are not true 
but because of how they may 
be taken,” she said. 

She said the “internal docu¬ 
ment” was meant to assist the 
board and that the CSB intends 


to move forward with their 
own transgender policy draft 
on October 13. 

“We made an agreement 
with (Education Minister David 
Eggen) on Sept. 23 as a board 
of trustees on what policy we 
would bring forward on Oc¬ 
tober 13 and we agreed the 
board would speak with one 
voice,” she said. 

She said that Trustee Patricia 
Grell, who shared the docu¬ 
ment with media, broke that 
unified voice. 

“The problem when we don’t 
speak with one voice is infor¬ 
mation that is not necessarily 
correct is circulated through¬ 
out the media, social media 
and taken as the truth when 
it isn’t.”

Patrick Watson and his band 
have started a three-month 
tour to support Love Songs 
for Robots, journeying 
through North America, Eur¬ 
ope and then back home in 
Montreal. I spoke with Pat¬ 
rick last week on themes his 
album explores — neurosci¬ 
ence, bioengineering, and 
creativity as a survival tool in 
accelerating times. 

Douglas Dollars: With auto¬ 
mation and artificial intelli¬ 
gence we're sort of left bare 
to deal with the realities of 
things. We can't just say, "But 
I'm good at my job!" if an 
automated system is 20,000 
times better at it. 

Patrick Watson: The only 
way to have a job (in the 
future) is to be smart and 
creative. Being creative is 
going to be the most valu¬ 
able, because it's about the 
only thing that's difficult to 
program. 

Douglas: Did you have the 
theme of this album in mind 
in advance? The sequencing 
felt really natural. 

Patrick: It was a battle on 
this record. I think I spent two 


months (on it). Another ex¬ 
ample of an extinct idea, but 
if I put out a record, every lit¬ 
tle detail is accounted for. It's 
immense. I think it's the last 
record I'll get to put out that's 
one big thought. I don't think 
the answer is necessarily 
singles, either, but thinking 
about the '60s and '70s, the 
most exciting time in music, 
artists would be in the studio 
a week before they released 
it. The immediacy. If I write a 
song it's released six months 
later. The world is different. 

Douglas: Your whole world is 
different. 


Patrick: More raw ideas, 
more immediate circum¬ 
stances. Almost everything 
you get isn't released until 
after six months of promo¬ 
tion. We build up these 
iconic characters, like Bob 
Dylan, or the (Rolling) Stones, 
or Radiohead. At some point 
they get so big that music 
loses its normal role in life 
and it becomes about the 
characters more than music, 
to the point that there's no 
more music classes in our 
schools.

Metro's coast to coast daily election series connects 
young, urban Canadians to the issues they care about 


No party has anything 'really bold and innovative’

Politics is fireworks to Rodney 
Diverlus — but this election is 
a dud. 

That is why Diverlus, a 
hyper-passionate 25-year-old 
dancer and co-founder of 
Black Lives Matter Toronto, 
can both tear through an inter¬ 
view on the election, speaking 
in loud rapid-fire, and end up 
not voting for anyone. 

In the midst of what he calls 
a supremely boring cam¬ 
paign, filled with parties and 
politicians who either don't 
speak to his issues, or don't 
represent his people — or do 
neither — Diverlus says he 
could conceivably hand Elec¬ 
tions Canada a blank ballot. 

"There's nothing bold, 
there's nothing exciting. None 
of the parties are offering any¬ 
thing really bold and innova¬ 
tive that are getting people to 
the polls that haven't been to 
the polls before," he tells me 
on the phone from Edmonton, 
where he's performing with 
Decidedly Jazz Danceworks. 

At the core of Diverlus's pol¬ 
itics is the policing of visible 
minorities, and in particular 
black Canadians. 

"There's no national strategy 
to address police violence, 
and few accountability meas¬ 
ures for the way police interact 


with black communities," he 
says. What is a national con¬ 
versation in the U.S. remains 
siloed in individual Canadian 
communities, he argues. 

He's concerned with 
Canada's penal system, too. 
Mandatory minimum senten¬ 
ces, he says, "put people in a 
box and say, 'You're not worthy 
of society.'" He imagines a sys¬ 
tem built more on restorative 
justice and reintegration, one 
that recognizes homelessness, 
poverty and desperation as 
root causes. 

Diverlus, a recent university 
graduate, says his other key 
issue lies in his "30-plus-thou- 
sand dollars of debt" and how, 
if at all, the federal leaders plan 
to help him. 

(After this interview was 
conducted, NDP Leader 
Thomas Mulcair announced 
a promise to gradually phase 
out interest on federal student 
loans.) 

He knows the Greens are 
promising to relieve debt and 
end post-secondary tuition 
fees, but the party is "not even 
a close fourth." 

He also doesn't relate to 
the Greens' "left-wing, white, 
hipster environmentalist" im¬ 
age. For that matter, he sees a 
"major lack of representation 
of racialized, indigenous and 
black folks" in all the major 
parties. (In 2011, visible min¬ 
orities were only 9 per cent of 


elected MPs). 

On the Conservatives: "Oh, 
gosh. Uhh..." 

Aside from not aligning with 
"98 per cent" of his values, 
the party, he says, is running a 
campaign of "quick headlines, 
rapid points, fear mongering." 

And he finds the Liberals 
hard to pin: "We're kind of left, 
kind of right, kind of sup¬ 
porting social services, kind of 
supporting corporations and 
military. We have our hands 
in community pockets, we 
have our hands in corporate 
pockets." 

The NDP used to be a pos¬ 
sible home for his vote, but 
he's seen the party move to the 
right, he says, and abandon its 
leftist base. 

There's still time for polit¬ 
icians to speak to his issues, he 
notes. But he's not waking up 
wondering if today will be the 
day he dies in a terrorist attack. 
"I say, 'Will this be the day I 
have a negative interaction 
with the police? How will I pay 
down my student debt?"' 

It might be a big election, 
but Diverlus sees far more 
hope in the day-to-day politics 
of community groups and 
local activism, the politics of 
"individual lives."

For Dexter LaPlante the defin¬ 
ing issue in this federal elec¬ 
tion is wages. The 25-year-old 


recently left his 1-1/2-year- 
old son and girlfriend in Sas¬ 
katoon for Winnipeg in the 
hopes of setting up a new 
life in the city for his young 
family. 

But it’s a struggle — he’s 
going to school full-time to 


finish his Grade 12, lives in a 
one-room suite with his broth¬ 
er in Winnipeg’s rough North 
End, and works a part-time job 
at night for a minimum wage 
that he says doesn’t leave him 
with enough to live on. 

LaPlante says he’ll vote in 


the upcoming federal election 
and is interested in NDP Lead¬ 
er Thomas Mulcair’s promise 
to raise to $15 the minimum 
wage for employees in feder¬ 
ally regulated industries such 
as rail and air transportation, 
telecommunications, banks 


and uranium mining. 

Mulcair’s pledge has come 
under fire because provinces 
would still control the min¬ 
imum wage for jobs like La- 
Plante’s, but Manitoba Federa¬ 
tion of Labour president Kevin 
Rebeck calls it a good start.

In Ascot Comer, Que., popula¬ 
tion 2,000,50 farmers and a few 
tractors showed up this week to 
protest outside an all-candidates 
meeting. 

Fifteen minutes away, in Sher¬ 
brooke, Calgaiy Conservative 
Jason Kenney came bearing his 
party’s message on religious face- 
coverings as he campaigned with 
local candidates. 

And in Quebec City, the Na¬ 
tional Assembly voted Thursday 
to condemn acts of hate and vio¬ 
lence against Muslim citizens. 

The federal campaign is hot 
in Quebec, with a few particu¬ 
larly provocative topics with the 
potential to shake up the vote. 


The final French-language debate 
Friday night has become a high- 
stakes event for the leaders tus¬ 
sling over the province’s 78 seats. 

In recent weeks, the NDP’s 
polling numbers in the province 
have softened, opening up the 
possibility of unexpected gains 
for their rivals. For example, 
Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
is hoping to win back seats his 
party formerly held in Montreal. 


The emotional issue of re¬ 
ligious accommodation and 
specifically the wearing of face 
coverings during citizenship cere¬ 
monies, has become one of the 
most contentious issues. There 
is wide support in the province 
for the Conservative and Bloc

Ghomeshi enters not-guilty plea 


Disgraced former broadcast¬ 
er Jian Ghomeshi pleaded not 
guilty Thursday to five charges, 
including four counts of sexual 
assault and one count of over¬ 
coming resistance by choking. 

The former host of CBC 
Radio’s cultural affairs show Q 
did not speak with reporters as 
he walked into the courthouse 
in downtown Toronto where he 
was arraigned during a court 
appearance. 

Ghomeshi, wearing a dark 
suit and tie, spoke only two 
words in court, “not guilty,” 
when asked how he pleaded. 


He had to repeat that because 
he wasn’t speaking into a micro¬ 
phone. Judge William Horlc- 
ins then cleared the public and 
media from the courtroom to 
deal with a motion. 

Ghomeshi’s trial begins Feb. 
1, and will be by judge only. 

The 48-year-old was originally 
charged with seven counts of 
sexual assault and one count of 
overcoming resistance by chok¬ 
ing, but the Crown withdrew 
two sexual assault charges in 
May because they said there 
was no reasonable prospect of 
conviction. 


A lawyer for actress Lucy 
Decoutere, one of the women 
involved in the case currently 
before the courts, said the al¬ 
legations against Ghomeshi have 
triggered an important national 
conversation about intimate 
violence. 

“While this case works its 
way through the justice system, 
countless assault survivors are 
privately reclaiming agency over 
their lives, telling their stories, 
and finally beginning to trust 
that people will believe them,” 
said Gillian Hnatiw.

Several dead in 
mass shooting 
at community 
college 

A gunman opened fire at a 
community college in Rose¬ 
burg, Oregon Thursday, kill¬ 
ing at least nine people before 
dying in a shootout with police, 
authorities said. 

A government official says 
the man who opened fire at 
an Oregon community college 
was 26-year-old Chris Harper 
Mercer. 

The official wasn’t author¬ 
ized to speak publicly and pro¬ 
vided the name on condition 
of anonymity. 

The shooter invaded a class¬ 
room and demanded that 
people stand up and state their 
religion before spraying more 
bullets, one student reported. 

Authorities shed no light on 
the gunman’s motive and said 
they were investigating. 

Douglas County Sheriff John 
Hanlin said 10 people were 
dead — including the gunman 


— and seven wounded after the 
attack at Umpqua Community 
College in the small timber 
town of Roseburg, about 180 
miles south of Portland. 

Earlier, Oregon Attorney 
General Ellen Rosenblum said 
13 people were killed. It was 
unclear what led to the dis¬ 
crepancy. 

“It’s been a terrible day,” a 
grim-faced Hanlin said. “Cer¬ 


tainly this is a huge shock to 
our community.” 

Hours after the attack, a vis¬ 
ibly angry President Barack 
Obama spoke to reporters at 
the White House, saying the 
U.S. is becoming numb to mass 
shootings and that the shooters 
have “sickness” in their minds. 

Repeating his support for 
tighter gun-control measures, 
the president said thoughts and 


prayers are no longer enough 
in such situations because they 
do nothing to stop similar at¬ 
tacks from happening a few 
weeks or months later. 

He challenged voters want¬ 
ing to confront the problem to 
vote for elected officials who 
will act. 

Some students were in tears 
as they left. Police lined up 
students in a parking lot with

Shooter may have warned 
of plans on 4chan 

The Umpqua College ap¬ 
pears to have left a warning 
about the crime on 4chan, 
a popular online forum that 
allows users to post anonym¬ 
ously. 

The original post is no 
longer available — 4chan 
does not archive conversa¬ 
tions — but screenshots of 
the thread began circulat¬ 
ing after news broke of the 
shooting Thursday afternoon. 


their hands over their heads 
and searched them before they 
were bused with faculty to the 
nearby county fairgrounds, 
where counsellors were avail¬ 
able and some parents waited 
for their children. 

Interim college President 
Rita Cavin said it was awful 
to watch families waiting for 
the last bus of survivors and 
their loved ones were not on it. 

“This is a tragedy,” she said. 
“We have a wonderful, warm, 
loving and friendly campus.” 


"Some of you guys are 
alright. Don't go to school to¬ 
morrow if you're in the north¬ 
west" the anonymous poster 
says in a thread that appears 
to be dated early Thursday 
morning. Some 4chan users 
egged the person on, en¬ 
couraging them to post up¬ 
dates. 4chan has often been 
the source of online pranks 
and hoaxes, and the nature 
of the site makes it difficult 
to verify the exchange is real.

Elite jumpers start breaking records 


More than 200 aerial daredevils 
plunged into the record books 
this week, linking up in a giant 
lattice-like configuration 2,130 
metres above Southern Califor¬ 
nia to shatter a world record for 
the largest sequential skydiving 
formation. 

The group of202 leaped Tues¬ 
day afternoon at Skydive Perris, 
130 kilometres southeast of Los 
Angeles, the Riverside Press-En¬ 
terprise reported. 

The jump centre’s manager, 


Dan Brodlcsy-Chenfeld, said Wed¬ 
nesday that more records could 
fall in the days ahead. The same 
elite group of jumpers is poised 
to take to the air again this week 
in an effort to form three separ¬ 
ate formations, he said. 

The Federation Aeronautique 
Internationale, which keeps track 
of skydiving and other aviation- 
related records, had a judge on 
site to verify that Tuesday’s leap 
set a record. It shattered the old 
mark of 122. the associated press

Four dead in motorcycle blast 


A powerful bomb hidden in a 
parked motorcycle taxi exploded 
and hit the passing convoy of 
a vice mayor in the southern 
Philippines on Thursday, kill¬ 
ing four people and wounding 
at least six others, the police 
and militaiy said. 

The blast happened about an 
hour after a bomb blew up on 
a crowded passenger bus some 
300 kilometres to the west, in¬ 
juring at least 18 people in the 
town of Polomololc, officials said. 

No group claimed responsibil¬ 
ity for either attack. Col. Rolando 
Joselito Bautista, the militaiy 
commander in Basilan province, 
where the second blast occurred, 
said Abu Sayyaf militants were 
among the initial suspects in 
that attack because of their his- 


toiy of deadly bombings in the 
area, where the al-Qaida-linlced 
group first surfaced in the 1990s. 

The roadside bomb struck 
the two-vehicle convoy of Isa¬ 
bela city Vice Mayor Abdulbaki 
Ajibon, killing her driver and 
another passenger, and two ped¬ 
estrians, said Bautista. Ajibon 
was uninjured, although her

SUV was badly damaged. 

The bomb was packed with 
shrapnel and shattered the glass 
of nearby buildings, he said. It 
occurred in front of the house 
of Mayor Cherrylyn Santos- 
Alcbar, who was not home, he 
said. Three years ago, a road¬ 
side bomb exploded as Ajibon’s 
convoy was passing in the same 
area that was hit by Thursday’s 
bombing, although no one was 
killed or wounded in that past 
attack, police said. 

Ajibon was reportedly aspir¬ 
ing for a higher office in next 
year’s elections and investigators 
were also trying to determine if 
the attack had something to do 
with the often-violent political 
rivalries in the south.

Another explosion amid 
lethal mail bomb campaign 


An explosion damaged a six- 
storey building Thursday in 
southern China, less than a 
day after more than a dozen 
blasts triggered by explosive 
devices delivered in mail pack¬ 
ages killed at least seven people 
and injured over 50 in the same 
county in southern China, of¬ 
ficials and state media said. 

The latest blast hit a civilian’s 
house near a highway adminis¬ 
tration bureau in Liucheng in 
Guangxi region, which borders 


Vietnam, but it was not im¬ 
mediately known if there were 
any casualties, according to the 
official Xinhua News Agency. 

The Ministiy of Public Secur¬ 
ity said it was treating the blasts 
on Wednesday as a criminal 
act, and not terrorism. It said 
a 33-year-old local man, identi¬ 
fied only by his family name of 
Wei, was considered a suspect, 
but provided no further details, 
including a possible motive or 
whether the man had been de¬ 


tained. Local media reported 
that the suspect had been ap¬ 
prehended. 

Xinhua said that the suspect 
had hired others to help deliver 
the bombs. 

A local Communist Party 
newspaper, the Guangxi Daily, 
cited police as saying there were 
17 explosions Wednesday after¬ 
noon in Liucheng, leaving seven 
people dead, two missing and 
51 injured.

CEASEFIRE 

Large-calibre 
artillery 
pulled out in 
February 

Ukrainian government forces 
will pull out small-calibre 
weapons from the war-torn 
east in two days if the ceasefire 
holds, the defence minister 
said Thursday. 

A military conflict between 
government forces and Rus¬ 
sia-backed separatists in east¬ 
ern Ukraine erupted in April 
2014, leaving more than 8,000 
people dead and 2 million dis¬ 
placed. 

Russia, Ukraine and the Or¬ 
ganization for Security and 
Co-operation in Europe on 
Tuesday agreed on the with¬ 
drawal of tanks and other 
weapons from the front line, 


with rebel leaders in Donetsk 
and Luhanslc signing on to 
the agreement on Wednesday. 

The deal reached Tuesday 
in Minsk, Belarus, by the so- 
called Contact Group calls for 
tanks, artillery and mortars 
up to 120 mm to be pulled 
back at least 15 kilometres 
(9 miles) from the front line. 
The withdrawal is expected 
to take 39 days. 

Ukrainian Defence Minis¬ 
ter Stepan Poltoralc said on 
Thursday that Kyiv will pull 
out all small-calibre weapons 
on Saturday if the ongoing 
ceasefire holds. A February 
deal calling for a pullback of 
large-calibre artillery has been 
largely observed. 

“We are working to prepare 
the withdrawal,” Poltoralc said. 
“Ukraine insists that we are 
complying with all provisions 
of the Minsk accords.” 

The leaders of Russia, 
Ukraine, France and Germany,

Canada 
trying to 
seal deal 


The Canadian government is 
eager enough to complete a 
historic trade agreement this 
week that the country’s lead 
minister has no idea when he’ll 
be back home campaigning in 
the federal election. 

In his first full day at the 
meetings that could ultimately 
clinch the 12-country Trans¬ 
pacific Partnership, Ed Fast 
said he’s willing to stay as long 
as it takes. He said he doesn’t 
yet have a return plane ticket 
to British Columbia because, 
he says, completing the deal is 
critical to Canada’s economy. 

“What I can say is that Can¬ 
ada is prepared to negotiate, 
to stay here until we have a 
deal,” the international trade 
minister said Wednesday. 

“We believe we are on track 
to do so.” 

He insisted that he’s also 
willing to walk away if neces¬ 
sary: “I can’t prejudge whether 
there will be a deal this week¬ 
end ... We are only going to 
sign a deal that is in our na¬ 
tional interest.”

South Korean smartphone 
maker LG Electronics Inc. 
unveiled a new smartphone 
Thursday with an additional 
screen and a camera that can 
capture a wider scene when 
taking a selfie, hoping to ar¬ 
rest a slide in its market share. 

The V10 comes with another 
screen above the main 5.7-inch 
display. 

The small second screen can 
stay on to display weather, time 
and date when the main dis¬ 
play is turned off. It has room 
for frequently used apps and 
can receive notifications while 
using the main screen to watch 
a video. 

The V10 smartphone is LG’s 
latest attempt to make head¬ 
way in the premium mobile 
phone market. Its flagship G 
series phones were edged out 
by new phones from Samsung 
and Apple. 


The company has lost its 
market share in the smart¬ 
phone market in recent 
months, falling to the seventh 
place globally as Chinese vend¬ 
ors surpassed its shipments. 

The new phone’s front cam¬ 
era is equipped with a standard 


80-degree lens and a 120-degree 
wide-angle lens option. That 
means a larger group can fit 
into a selfie shot taken with 
the V10. 

“The ability to take group 
selfies without a selfie-sticlc 
has never been easier,” LG said 


in a statement. 

The VI0 phone will go on 
sale in South Korea later this 
month for 800,000 won ($678 
US) without a contract from 
a carrier, followed by the U.S.

“Montreal.” 

“No, where are you really 
from?”

When someone asks, 
“But where are you 
really from?” what they’re 
really saying is, “You’re 
not white, and you don’t 
adhere to my stringent 
idea of what constitutes a 
Canadian. So why are you 
here?” 

It’s a subtle form of 
racism that hides behind 
the banner of, “Oh, I’m 
just curious.”

accept minor¬ 
ities are part 
of Canada’s 
mosaic.

grandfather who came 
from Syria. I was born and 
raised in Montreal, I speak 
English and French, I grew 
up ice skating and I know 
all the lyrics to The Log 
Driver’s Waltz. 

The only culture I’ve ever 
known is Canadian, but 
because I have thick eye¬ 
brows, olive skin and other 
Mediterranean features, my 
qualifications, personality 
and intelligence are never 
as important as my “fiery 
Latina” look. 

Eye roll. 

I get it; you can’t place 
my ethno-cultural herit¬ 
age. But when you ask me 
where I’m from, you need 
to accept the answer I give 
you. 

Because I’m from Mont¬ 
real. 

If the only way you can 
interact with 
someone is by 
categorizing 
their ethnicity 
first, you are 
reducing com¬ 
plex human 
beings to the 
sum of their 
parts. And I 
refuse to buy 
into your binary rhetoric. 

If you can’t figure out my 
ethnicity, here’s what you 
should do: 

1) Don’t worry about it 
and go about your day. 

So when someone asks 
me, “But where are you 
really from?”

People, you’re allowed to say 
“black.” I have it on good word. 

When I asked a colleague to 
identify a woman I was looking 
for, his response included “red 
jacket,” “shortish hair,” and 
“not tall.” Not having noted 
the colour of jackets that day, I 
finally asked, “Is she black?” 

We’ve become quite sensi¬ 
tive but not more thoughtful. 
It’s our prejudices — not our 
vision — that need to be tem¬ 
pered. (And yes, I would have 
mentioned whiteness too if it 
was useful.) 

The most progressive 
amongst us have a knee-jerk 
reaction to all references to 
race and ethnicity. Basically, 
you don’t refer to either unless 
it’s followed by an injustice. 

Maybe that’s 
one reason 
we’ve deemed 
offensive the 
once-innocuous, 

“Where are you 
from?” 

Sure, the ques¬ 
tion is clumsy and imprecise, 
but do we genuinely think 
people are asking about our 
immigration status? 

I too am asked where I’m 
from, but I’m not offended 
if someone recognizes that I 
may also belong to a culture 
that coexists with our shared 
one. Why conclude they think 
I’m “less Canadian” than 
Stephen Harper’s “old-stock” 
variety? I can’t help but think 
there’s defensiveness in such 
a response. I’m not Canadian 
minus Egyptian. I’m Canadian 
plus Egyptian. 

In my case, my background 
does add layers of language, 
tradition and religion to my 
identity. And as a poor small- 
talker, layers of conversation 


as well. 

I understand the concerns. 
Why should it matter? Why 
single out “ethnic-looking” 
minorities? 

Certainly ethnicity shouldn’t 
matter to an employer, police 
officer or judge. But it matters. 
My parents left the comfort 
of their family, language and 
community for an unknown 
land. That shaped me. Wary 
and protective, they didn’t al¬ 
low me to spend the night out. 
That also shaped me. 

While nothing is universal, 
if there were no common 
experiences then “Signs you 
were raised by (insert ethnicity) 
parents” videos wouldn’t make 
us laugh. 

I’m certain there are min¬ 
orities who’ve lived no culture 
but Canadian culture; but I 
know many more who visit 
“back home”; take pride in 
passed-down recipes and bond 
_ _ . over shared 

Sure, the question childhood 
is clumsy... but do embarrassments. 

we really think it's Reasons 
about immigration people ask about 
StatUS? my background, 

and reasons I’m 
curious about yours. Maybe 
I’ve travelled to that country 
and would like to share my 
experience, or I’d like to visit 
one day and would welcome 
your insights. Perhaps you have 
questions about Egypt and (cor¬ 
rectly) assume I’ve paid more 
attention. Maybe next time 
you hear about terrorist Arabs 
you’ll remember, because you 
asked, that there’s at least one 
peace-loving Arab in your life. 

We shouldn’t have to 
pretend not to see skin colour, 
hear accents or recognize 
features. We’re not all the same

Popular convention has it that 
Canadian Muslims and Ste¬ 
phen Harper's Conservative 
Party just don't get along. 

Conservatives refer to 
the Muslim community as a 
hotbed of extremist violence 
and cultural backwardness in 
order to justify their security 
and immigration legislation. 
There's significant backlash 
among Muslims, many of 
whom don't want to be made 
to feel like they're not part of 
Canada. 

So there's a lot of truth to 
the assertion that Muslims 
don't like Stephen Harper, but 
there's actually more to the 
picture than meets the eye. 

A recent surge in anti- 
Harper organizing by Muslims 
inside Ontario makes it appear 
anti-Tory sentiment now 
fuels all Muslims politically. 
Moreover that it's what will 
drive Muslims to the polls 
on Oct. 19, where most will 
vote against Harper. This may 
be accurate enough, but it 
ignores the ultraconservative 
streak within the Muslim com¬ 
munity. The truth is, a sizeable 
portion of Canadian Muslims 
vote Conservative. 

Muslims who are organizing 
their communities against 
Harper have been politicized 
a certain way. Those who 
have been paying attention 
to the current administration 
know Muslims have been 
caricatured as this country's 
bogeymen. And they're likely 
to seek alternatives. But they 
don't account for all Canadian 


Muslims. 

Plenty of Muslims just don't 
care. Their apathy is reflected 
in part by the community's 
low voter turnout. It means 
a good portion of Canadian 
Muslims aren't politicized 
much, let alone in a way that 
aligns them with a progressive 
agenda. An Ipsos Reid exit poll 
showed the Liberals got the 
most support from Muslims in 
2011, but also that 12 per cent 
of voting Muslims went Tory. 
This isn't a huge number, but 
not a negligible one either. 

Muslims who haven't been 
shown the effects of the so- 
called "Harper decade" on the 
Muslim community are more 
likely to use social issues as 
a guide when approaching 
politics. Many Muslims tend 
to boil their religious identity 
down to being pro-life, anti¬ 
gay marriage, or some other 
mishmash of reactionary 
stances. Their political outlook 
isn't influenced by much else. 

These are the Muslims 
who look at Harper and see 
a family man who mows his 
lawn and doesn't like to over¬ 
spend. (They're not familiar 
with the Tories' consecutive 
national deficits). In other 
words, they think, "He's so¬ 
cially conservative and fiscally 
conservative, just like me." 

Instead of mocking what 
they see as the Muslim Tories' 
apparent lack of political 
awareness, Muslims who want 
to replace Harper should 
recognize the size of their op¬ 
position within their very own 
community.

Director Ridley Scott says his new 
film, The Martian, is much more 
realistic than his other, classic 
space dramas. 

“The fantasy of space,” he said, 
“which is now also a reality, is a 
marvellous platform and a form 


of theatre. Honestly, almost any¬ 
thing goes. But, if anything goes 
whether you do a play, a book 
or a film, you’ve got to actually 
make your own rule book and 
stick within the confines of the 
rules you make. So, if I’m do¬ 
ing space fantasy like Alien or 
Prometheus, I’ve got to draw 
up the sidelines of the rule book 
and stick within them. It’s still a 
fantasy because it’s never going 
to happen. (The Martian) is a lot 
easier because, actually, you can 
lean veiy heavily on the science 
in the book. This was a much 
more realistic movie.” 

That realism stems from 
source novel by Andy Weir, a 
self-professed science geek who 
worked to ensure that the stoiy 


of Mark Watney, an astronaut 
who survives after being left for 
dead on Mars, felt genuine. 

“The basic structure of the 
Mars program in the book is 
veiy similar to a plan called Mars 
Direct, though I made changes 
here and there,” he said, in a 
Q& A on the Penguin Random 
House website. “It’s the most 
likely way that we will have our 
first Mars mission in real life. 


All the facts about Mars are ac¬ 
curate, as well as the physics of 
space travel the story presents. 
I even calculated the various or¬ 
bital paths involved in the story, 
which required me to write my 
own software to track constant- 
thrust trajectories.” 

As research the actors met 
with representatives from NASA’s 
Jet Propulsion Laboratoiy and the 
European Space Agency. 


“I got to go to the JPL in Pasa¬ 
dena and meet with all the ro¬ 
botics guys and see the Curiosity 
Rover and do virtual reality to be 
on Mars and see what that would 
be like,” said Jessica Chastain, 
who plays the commander of 
the Mars mission. “Then I went 
to Houston and met with Tracy 
Caldwell Dyson, who’s an astro¬ 
naut and talked to her.” 

The cast says filming the zero 
gravity and space walk scenes 
involved careful planning and 
wireworlc to make them look 
authentic. “It’s choreographed 
to within an inch of its life and 
we’re just along for the ride,” 
said Chastain. “It feels very much 
like a dance and there is chor¬ 
eography to it,” adds Kate Mara, 


“but, once you do it, you really 
do feel like a little kid.” 

The former House of Cards 
star says Scott was enthusiastic 
about shooting those scenes. 
“Maybe he was just faking it 
really well (but he) seemed just 
as excited as we did when were 
doing the scenes floating through 
the air.” 

Matt Damon, who demon¬ 
strated another technique to 
achieve the look of weightless¬ 
ness on screen at The Martian 
TIFF press conference — standing 
on one leg while slowly waving 
his hands through the air — said 
that,“one of the things that is fun 
about making movies and (also) 
totally, totally ridiculous is that 
we are grownups doing this.”

Seeing the light ill the dark 


SICARIO 

Denis Villeneuve 
calls on master 
cinematographer 
for latest film 

“The Prince of Darkness” was 
the nickname of cinematog¬ 
rapher legend Gordon Willis, 
but Roger Deakins, too, has 
shown a kingly command of 
shadows. 

Recall the sleek Shanghai 
skyscraper scene of Skyfall, the 
desperate moonlit horse ride 
of True Grit, or the early dawn 
dog chase of No Country for Old 
Men. In Denis Villeneuve’s drug 
war thriller Sicario, Deakins 
adds to his nighttime reel with 
a memorable border tunnel pur¬ 
suit, seen through night vision 
and infrared perspectives. 

Sicario, which opens across 
the country today, could be the 
film that finally rights one of 


cinema’s greatest wrongs, and 
lands the 66-year-old British 
cinematographer his first Os¬ 
car. Deakins has been nomin¬ 
ated 12 times and is generally 
acknowledged as one of the 
movies’ greatest visual minds. 

The regular director of pho¬ 
tography for the Coen brothers, 
Deakins is less likely to speak of 
an impressive shot than about 
how the photography is always 
in the service of character, script 
and circumstances. Sicario, his 
second film with the Quebecois 
director Villeneuve following 
Prisoners, has its grim dark¬ 
ness, but much of it — like a 
shootout in bumper-to-bumper 
traffic — takes place under the 
harsh desert light of the Mex¬ 
ican border. 

He and Villeneuve recently 
spoke about making Sicario, 
for which Deakins drew inspira¬ 
tion from the French filmmaker 
Jean-Pierre Melville. 

What makes the two of you 


fit well together? 

Villeneuve: It’s strange. It’s 
like two totally different ani¬ 
mals that can communicate 
together. We are from totally 
different backgrounds.... just 
shot with Bradford Young.... 
As much as I loved working 
with Bradford, I realized how 
much I learned working with 
Roger. I was saying to myself, 
‘It’s the only movie I’ve made 
with two cinematographers.’ 
Because I always had you in 
my mind saying, ‘Don’t put 
the camera there. Don’t do 
that. Move faster.’ 

Deakins: Nag, nag, nag. 

V: People are always asking 
what is your biggest influence 
from other filmmakers? It’s 
always Roger for me. Honest¬ 
ly, it’s a massive privilege for 
me. I’m missing you a lot, sir. 

D: I’m missing you, too. We 
did hit it off straight away, 


didn’t we? The first time we 
met we seemed to hit it off. 
We’re both veiy honest with 
each other, which is good. 

What was your approach to 
shooting in the desert? 

V: There was the idea to 
embrace nature, to inspire 
ourselves from the desert, to 
work with the brutality of 
the sun. We were working 
with a tight schedule and I 
was aware Roger would have 
to shoot sometimes in bad 
light, not having the luxuiy 
to shoot in perfect light. I 
remember saying should we 
tiy to embrace that, to have 
actors with shadows, to have 
silhouettes in the sun. There 
was a photographer that 
Roger loves, Alex Webb, that 
was an inspiration in the col¬ 
our of Mexico. 

D: That script on Prisoners, it 
could have become so melo¬ 
dramatic. But it was a matter 


of stripping it down and get¬ 
ting to the sense of it. To me, 
the whole film ends up being 
about: How far do you go? 
What is right? To me, Sicario 
relates to so much more than 
just drug trafficking. It relates 
to Guantanamo Bay and the 
whole bit. 

V: We really insisted, 

Roger and I, to 
shoot in Mexico. 

We didn’t want 
to recreate the 
Mexican culture 
in the United 
States — we 
thought that would 
be impossible. Luckily, 
we were able through 
time and a lot of 
meetings to con¬ 
vince them. 

D: A LOT of 
meetings.

it inspired today’s top comic 
minds including Judd Apatow 
and A1 Jean — longtime writer/ 
producer of The Simpsons. 

We caught up with Jean re¬ 
cently to discuss the legacy of 
filth left behind by National 
Lampoon. 


As a fan, is there an article or 
sketch that’s stayed with you 
all these years?

Book. We had baby books but 
this was for a kid in Vietnam

Mortgage crisis 
tale mesmerizes 


The U.S. sub-prime mort¬ 
gage crisis that spelled ruin 
for thousands and left many 
homeless is not exactly a 
catchy subject for a Holly¬ 
wood movie. But in a new 
drama — 99 Homes — Os¬ 
car-nominated actress Laura 
Dern tackles the financial 
meltdown that touched mil¬ 
lions and sent ripples across 
the globe. 

Dern, 48, whose film resu¬ 
me includes Rambling Rose, 
Sailor and Lula and Blue Vel¬ 
vet, sat down to discuss the 
movie, which has gotten rave 
reviews, and life in general. 

The film 

In 99 Homes, Dern plays a 
woman whose family is forced 
out of home by an unscrupu¬ 
lous real estate broker after 
they are unable to make mort¬ 
gage payments. Dern said the 
movie aims to highlight “the 
level of rage in American fam¬ 
ilies when they are now living 
in their car because they can 
no longer afford a motel.” 

“We’re very busy as a cul¬ 
ture, thinking about the Kar- 
dashians or whatever the 
new topic is,” she said. “It 
takes us away from the BP 
oil spill still leaking, bank 
crisis and people still losing 
their homes. 

“It is amazing to consider 
who we throw away, and often 


we throw away the people 
we’ve promised the most to.” 

Social media 

“I feel like I’m lucky because 
... it isn’t what defines me,” 
Dern said of social media. 
“I’m not of a generation that 
thinks that if I haven’t a cer¬ 
tain number of followers, I 
am or I am not liked or popu¬ 
lar, because I didn’t grow up 
that way. 

“So I’m basing my values 
... on the work or my family, 
my children, my loved ones, 
but certainly not on social 
media.” 

On aging in Hollywood 

“Love where you are as a 
woman at all times in your 
life. If you buy into the belief 
that things are gonna change 
based on age, it’s a tragedy,” 
Dern said. 

“I hope I’m my sexiest at 
60 and I will say I’m playing 
more interesting characters 
than I have in a long time. 

“In 10 years, I hope to 
be braver, bolder, wilder, 
boundary-less, without any 
predisposition to what it’s 
supposed to look like,” 
she added. “(I hope) to be 
complicated, sexy, kind, 
broken and all the things 
a woman should be in her 
50s. I look forward to that.”

Actress goes 
Beyond 
Badass in 
retrospective 

Pam Grier has a problem with 
“badass.” 

Which seems odd, since she 
defines the term. She’s the bad- 
dest of the badass female screen 
stars, the shotgun-packing pay¬ 
back seeker in such 1970s “blax- 
ploitation” smashes as Foxy 
Brown and Coffy, and also in 
Quentin Tarantino’s 1997 crime 
thriller Jackie Brown, the three 
films she’s introducing this week 
at TIFF Bell Lightbox. 

“When people say ‘badass,’ 
and I don’t mean to be rude, 
but I ask them, ‘What do you 
mean by that?”’ Grier says from 
the Colorado horse ranch she 
calls home. 

“I come from a long line of 
skillet-throwing women. Is that 
what you mean? Or how about 
scratching? The first thing you 
do to your brothers who are pick¬ 
ing on you or messing with you 
is you scratch ’em. That hurts. 
That actually hurts more than 


punching.” 

She laughs, because she 
knows, you know? At 66, she’s 
traded her signature ’70s Afro 
for long silver tresses (“I’ve really 
owned the silver, and I love it”), 
but she’s forever synonymous 
with all things badass. 

The tag line for Foxy Brown 
billed her as “a chick with drive 
who don’t take no jive!” She’s 
front-and-centre on the poster 
for BaadAsssss Cinema, Isaac 
Julien’s 2002 documentary on 
independent black film. 

She’s an everlasting influ¬ 
ence on action queens who 
followed her trailblazing anti¬ 
heroine roles, including Sigour¬ 
ney Weaver’s Ripley in the Alien 
franchise and Charlize Theron’s 
Furiosa in Mad Max: Fuiy Road. 

The sad fact remains, though, 
that even in a year that has seen 
numerous great female screen 
roles, it’s still a novelty to see a 
woman dominating an action 
picture, even more so if it’s a 
woman of colour. It’s an under¬ 
statement to observe that Grier 
isn’t happy about this. 

“ft pisses the f— out of me!” 
she cries. “I’m not happy with 
the fact that men are still see¬ 
ing women as recreation. Their 
vaginas and their sexuality.”

Although the PBS Masterpiece 
series Indian Summers only 
premiered on this side of the 
Atlantic on Sunday night, it 
feels like people have been 
talking about it for weeks. 
Okay, a few people: namely 
two friends who’ve had sneak 
peaks of the British period 
drama and are obsessed with 
it. 

“Imagine Downton Ab¬ 
bey,” they say, “only it’s set 
in India.” Or, as the New York 
Times put it, imagine two 
shows about “good-looking 
British people misbehaving in 
beautiful surroundings.” 

In place of the upstairs- 
downstairs dynamic of Down-

ton’s Yorkshire countiy estate, 
Indian Summers, set in 1932 
— 15 years before independ¬ 
ence — contrasts the cultural 
divide between the locals’ 
political unrest with colonial 
rule and the British elite who 
retreat eveiy summer to pala¬ 
tial homes atop tea planta¬ 
tions in the cooler Himalayan 
foothills. Think: bright, bold 
saris, cream linen suits, pastel 
silk dresses, and breezy lace 
lazily cooling glistening brows 
amidst the romance, the revo¬ 
lution — and the gossip. 

I watched Sunday night and 
devoured the eye candy but 
the cast of characters aren’t as 
irresistible as Downton’s. That 
doesn’t mean I won’t stay 
with the series, not only be¬ 
cause I have faith in PBS, but 
also because you have to give 
a show time to grow on you. 

Sort of like a restaurant. 
Take Cafe Boulud. When it 
first opened in October 2012 
in Toronto’s Four Seasons 


hotel, the food reviews were 
excellent, which is not sur¬ 
prising, considering Daniel 
Boulud is one of the most 
celebrated chefs working to¬ 
day. But few held back when 
it came to taking jabs at the 
decor. “It would not be out 
of place in a Rust Belt airport 
hotel and conference centre, 
circa 1997,” wrote one restau¬ 
rant critic. 

Two years later, they did 


something about it. Now, Cafe 
Boulud 2.0 is an eye-popping 
space with a warm palate of 
rich greens and oranges. This 
is no Disney-like interpreta¬ 
tion of a Paris bistro: it’s ori¬ 
ginal, yet familiar. Same goes 
for the new, edited menu, 
which I sampled far too much 
of on Monday night. We 
started with cod croquettes 
and a Lyonnaise frisee salad 
with — and this is extremely 


important — crispy lardons. 
Duck, Perigord style, followed. 
Then came a Boulud signature 
dish of white sausage, apples 
and mashed potatoes. We 
were too full to move, so we 
ordered profiteroles, served 
under a dome of dark choco¬ 
late that dissipated once a 
molten lava of more chocolate 
was poured on top, and pine¬ 
apple made golden via the in- 
house rotisserie that chums 
out whole chickens, not to 
mention a variety of meats, 
fish and vegetables. 

Beyond the food and room, 
there is the clientele — a mix 
of international travellers, 
local hoi polloi and upstart 
“kids” like us — providing 
spectacle. As we finished our 
desert, we spied at a neigh¬ 
bouring table an upstairs- 
downstairs moment worthy 
of Downton itself. A mature 
man with a much younger 
woman sent back his nearly 
finished diet Coke because 
the glass smelled “musty. 

The server, who had an¬ 
ticipated our eveiy need with 
nimbleness said the only 
scent he detected was aspar¬ 
tame. All the same, he hurried 
over a fresh serving.

Viola Davis on 
how viewers 
don’t forgive 
flaws in women

It’s safe to say Viola Davis has 
had a pretty successful run 
in her first lead in a network 
drama. After one season, she 
became the first African-Amer¬ 
ican woman to win an Emmy 
for best actress in a drama for 
her role as the brilliant but 
tortured Annalise Keating in 
How to Get Away with Murder. 

But it hasn’t all been easy. 
Davis says she’s heard criticism 
that Annalise isn’t likeable 
enough, which isn’t what she 
wants to hear. 

“It frustrates me a little bit 
because I feel that people don’t 
understand what it means to 
be an actor. I don’t think James 
Gandolfini or, I don’t know, 
Robert DeNiro in Taxi Driver, 
or Dexter, or James Spader, I 
don’t think they get asked that. 
I think that people just accept 
the character. They accept what 
they’re being given, and they 
actually reward (the charac¬ 
ters) because they feel like it’s

complicated,” says Davis. “It’s 
only women that you want to 
be pretty and likeable.” 

And it isn’t just random com- 
menters on the Internet that 
are hating on Annalise. 

“I remember I read a review, 
too, where someone wrote ‘I 
don’t think I’ll continue to 
watch How to Get Away with 


Murder because she’s not 
pretty and she’s not likeable,’ 
and I thought to myself that 
nobody will ever address that 
as being their stuff,” says Davis. 

“They’ll put it on the actor. 
And me as an actor, that’s not 
my responsibility. If I make 
her likeable, then I’m push¬ 
ing an edit button and that’s 



not what you’re supposed to 
do as an actor. You don’t press 
an edit button.” 

But the lilceability problem 
extends beyond just asking 
that Annalise be more charm¬ 
ing. People seem to really like 
the villain characters that Gan¬ 
dolfini and other male actors 
have brought to life, and Davis 


says that affection is 
influenced by gender. 

“They will forgive 
their mess. We under¬ 
stand that men at the 
end of the day are flawed. A 
man can have 50 affairs, but 
still there’s something charm¬ 
ing about him. But a woman, 
like in Fatal Attraction, who’s 


having sex with a married 
man, is a b—. There is some¬ 
thing about women that we 
want to stay virtuous,” she 
says. 

It’s the first time Davis has 
stayed with a character this 
long, since she’s generally been 
known for film work. 

She’s enjoying the long-term 
work with Annalise, but adds 
with a laugh, “ask me that in 
another three years.” 

Davis has also had some in¬ 
fluence on what ends up on the 
show — it was her idea, for 
example, to shoot a powerful 
segment where Annalise takes 
her wig and makeup off. It was 
a scene that demonstrated the 
vulnerability of both actress 
and character. She hopes that 
there will be more scenes like 
that in the future. 

“I think the most revolution¬ 
ary things that you can do are 
the most simple. 

“And I think taking the 
wig off, having a scene 
with a mother talking 
about sexual abuse, 
a mother (and) a 
woman of colour, 
putting me between 
her legs and doing my 
hair, all those things, 
no matter what people say, 
you’ve never seen it on TV. You 
just haven’t. You haven’t seen 
me on TV. And that’s what 
excites me, that (creator) Pete 
(Nowallc) is willing to go there.”

Actress fosters 
pets in her 
spare time 

Nikki Reed’s new TV series, 
Sleepy Hollow, tapes in At¬ 
lanta. So does The Vampire 
Diaries, which stars her hus¬ 
band, Ian Somerhalder. How 
convenient is that? 

The couple, who were mar¬ 
ried last spring, met years ago 
and became friends. They 
bonded over their passion for 
activism and animals. 

“We always bounced ideas 
off each other,” the 27-year-old 
Reed said in a recent interview. 
“I remember thinking, Wow, I 
am so inspired by this human 
being.’ ... He’s 10 years older 
than me and he’s been able to 
find that voice and use that 
voice for many years.” 

Reed plays Betsy Ross when 
Sleepy Hollow returns for its 
third season, airing Thursdays. 

“I don’t play the Betsy that 
I think one might envision 
when they think about Betsy, 
a woman maybe sitting in her 
rocking chair stitching a flag,” 
she said. “I play Sleepy Hol¬ 
low’s version, super lciclc-ass. 
Very confident. A fiercely loyal 
woman who is the female spy 
in George Washington’s spy 
ring in the 1700s.” 

So far Reed only has scenes 
in flashbacks with Tom Mison’s 
Ichabod Crane. 

“They have an interesting 
dynamic and one I’m excited to 
watch unfold. There’s a thing, 
there’s energy there. I genu¬ 
inely don’t know exactly what 
it is or where it’s going because 
that’s the beauty of TV. It’s all 
a mystery, even to me.” 

Reed’s other passion is ani¬ 
mal rescue. Her mom “wanted 
to mother everything. From 


the time I was a little kid, any 
creature I could find, any crit¬ 
ter was welcome in our home. 
We could always find food, we 
could always find a bed. If we 
couldn’t find a home, it could 
just stay.” 

“I grew up with one too 
many cats and one too many 
dogs and mice and rats, and 
I think at one point we had a 
coyote,” she said, “or maybe a 
raccoon because the raccoon’s 
mom died. One time we had a 
litter of bunnies.... We had like 


13 bunnies and my mom and I 
were feeding them with little 
droppers every two hours. It 
was a zoo.” 

Now she fosters animals at 
her own home, if only for a 
few days. 

“One of the things you 
learn from rescuing animals 
is how little language actual¬ 
ly means,” she said. “There 
is something that happens. 
... You can connect with ani¬ 
mals without ever having to 
really speak and it’s the cool¬ 


est thing.” 

She believes her permanent 
pets innately understand the 
process of fostering animals, 
and her female German Shep¬ 
ard in particular seems to love 
it. 

“She was born to be a moth¬ 
er but never had puppies. 
Nothing makes her happier 
than me walking through the 
door with 10 crazy, obnoxious

Historic Queen Street is home 


to a number of Victorian build¬ 
ings, and you can pop into 
Anne of Green Gables Choco¬ 
lates, where you can see po¬ 
tato chips being dipped in the 
sweet stuff. 

For lunch, walk down to the 
waterfront and have the best 
lobster roll in town at Dave’s 
Lobster. The “Some Fancy” lob¬ 
ster roll features 4 oz. of fresh 
lobster that’s been warmed 
with butter, lemon and garlic, 
and then stuffed into a fresh 
split-topped bun. If you still 
have room after that, head to 
the boardwalk and get dessert 
at Cows Ice Cream. Tiy one of 
the many flavours in a fresh 
waffle cone and discover why 
it was named in the Top 10 of 
best ice creams in the world 
by U.S. travel company Tauclc 
World Discovery in 2008. 

Stroll Peake’s Wharf and 
visit the waterfront merchants 
selling local crafts and touristy 
mementoes, including P.E.I. 
dirt shirts. At Amos Pewter you 
can find handcrafted jeweliy 
and see molten pewter being

cast. 

For a bit 
of culture, 
visit the Con¬ 
federation Centre 
Art Gallery to explore three 
floors of classic, contemporary 
and historic art. In the evening 
you can even catch a show on 
one of its three stages. 


Day 2 

Get an early start with a hearty 
breakfast at Casa Mia Cafe, a 
popular local spot. The Casa 
Mia Hash (caramelized onions 


and maple syrup with pan¬ 
fried P.E.I. potatoes, eggs and 
grilled sausage) is a must-try. 

To experience the beauty 
of the island, rent a car and 
go on a coastal drive. Stop at 
Argyle Shore Provincial Park 
to see P.E.I.’s famous red soil. 
Walking down a narrow set 
of stairs you’ll find a quiet, 
unsupervised, natural beach 
with beautiful rugged red cliffs. 
The red sand is a rare, natural 
occurrence thanks to its high 
content of iron oxide that give 
it its unique colour. 

Next, make your way to 
West Point. Along the way 
you’ll find scenic views of the 
ocean, farmland and curving 
dirt roads. Stop at a local dairy 
bar along the way for some 
fresh ice cream or fried clams. 
West Point Lighthouse is the 


tallest in P.E.I., and it has an 
attached inn. The lighthouse, 
which is now a museum, was 
built in 1875, and has a work¬ 
ing 400-watt light that can be 
seen from 29 kilometres away. 
Guests can stay in the Keepers 
Quarters, a room on the second 
floor where the original light¬ 
house keepers’ families slept. 

West Point is located in 
Cedar Dunes Provincial Park, a 
beach that has 1,500 metres of 
boardwalk and walking trails 
along the dunes. 

If you walk 10 minutes along 
the beach you will come to The 
Catch Kitchen & Bar. This lo¬ 
cal nautical-themed gem has 
outstanding food and quirky 
decor. The haddock and chips 
and the cheddar and ale burger 
are must-tries. 

You may also want to dine 


at the historic Dalvay-by-the- 
Sea. Road to Avonlea fans may 
find this grand house famil¬ 
iar — it was the location of 
the fictional White Sands Ho¬ 
tel. Prince William and Kate 
even stopped here on their 
honeymoon tour of Canada. 
Save room for the restaurant’s 
famous Sticky Date Pudding 
that has been served for more 
than a decade. 

In the evening, head back 
to Victoria Row in Charlotte¬ 
town. This historic street has 
upscale restaurants, live music 
and pedestrian walkways. Have 
dinner at Row House Lobster 
Co. for local and sustainable 
seafood. Grab a cocktail after 
at Fishies on the Roof on their 
rooftop patio and enjoy the 
view. The perfect end to an 
East Coast adventure.

Greek lore says that the myth¬ 
ical civilization of Atlantis sunk 
into the ocean, but I am not 
so sure. A visit to the Atlantis 
resort in the Bahamas might 
have you believing that this 
mythical kingdom rose again in 
the form of a Las Vegas-meets- 
Waterworld pleasure paradise. 

The Resort 

Atlantis’ focal point is water 
and marine life, built around 
eight million gallons of fresh- 
and salt-water pools, lagoons 
and cascading waterfalls. It also 
includes a casino, five hotel 
towers, a golf course and the 
141-acre Aquaventure water 
park. There are options for 
everyone, whether you are a 
beach bum, a thrill seeker or 
want to let your hair down 


with a midday pool party. Like 
my first day at Disney World, 
I was overwhelmed trying to 
decide where to start. 

I went with the Current, a 
tube-ride that meanders along 
a 1.5-kilometre route through 
the park. 

At times you are really tossed 


around in the rapids. I rode 
it twice. Then after tackling 
the famous waterslides, two 
of which shoot you through 
a shark-infested tank (with 
the protection of a covered 
tube), I ended my day drinking 
margaritas while watching my 
lounge chair neighbours show 


off their twerlcing skills. 

Accommodation 

The resort includes five differ¬ 
ent accommodation options. 
Public relations manager Eric 
Hall uses an airline analogy to 
explain the difference: “The 
Coral and Beach towers are 


coach. The Royal tower is busi¬ 
ness class and the Cove and the 
Reef are first-class.” 

My deluxe ocean-view room 
in the Cove included a huge 
bathroom with soaker tub and 
two sinks (a favourite vacation 
perk of my spouse), a sitting 
area and a balcony, which al¬ 


lowed us to watch some in¬ 
credible sunsets and the cruise 
ships glide in and out of the 
port of Nassau. The best perk 
of the Cove, however, is the 
respite it provided from the 
buzz of the resort — akin to 
staying at the best off-the-Strip 
hotel in Vegas. 

Meals 

There are 40 restaurants and 
bars to choose from, includ¬ 
ing the world’s first pool-side 
Starbucks and an Atlantis edi¬ 
tion of Chef Nobu Matsuhi- 
sa’s famous restaurant Nobu. 
Many of the restaurants are 
stand-alone buildings located 
in the resort’s marina village 
area. Bimini Road’s Bahamian 
fare includes many iterations 
of conch and a killer Bahama 
Mama rum punch. 

Final word 

From swimming with the dol¬ 
phins to scuba diving to rock 
climbing the activities are lim¬ 
itless but this fantasy world 
does come with a cost. There 
is no all-inclusive option so 
make sure to price out your 
activities before you go and 
stick to your budget. It’s easy 
to be seduced by all the shiny, 
wet things.

But before that, 
there’s the matter of trying to 
assure home-field advantage 
throughout the playoffs. 

After Thursday’s action, the 
Jays still had a magic number of 
three to clinch the top seed in 
the American League. They were 
tied with the Kansas City Royals 
at 92-67 but own the tiebreaker, 
so if the teams finish tied on top, 
the Blue Jays take it. 

Despite fielding a lineup with¬ 
out any regulars in the second 
half of a doubleheader Wednes¬ 
day and then again Thursday to 
give starters a rest, home-field 
advantage is still something the 
Blue Jays want. 

“We’d love to get it, we’re 
certainly going to fight for it, 
but you do balance it out with 
having to give guys rest,” gen¬ 


eral manager Alex Anthopoulos 
said. “Home field for us with the 
environment we have at that 
stadium... everybody across the 
league is talking about what an 
unbelievable environment it is, 
to have a dome, playing condi¬ 
tions, all that, I think it’s a big 
advantage for us.” 

Rogers Centre was sold out for 
20 of the final 21 home games 
of the regular season, and ace 
David Price remarked on the day 
he debuted for Toronto that he 


had never pitched in an atmos¬ 
phere like that before. 

Price won’t get a chance to 
pitch again until Game 1 of the 
AIDS on Thursday.
